And Grain Growers 

Alonzo EB. Taylor, of the Food Re- 
search Institute, Stanford University 
(California, contends that the build- 
ing of the St. Lawrence sea-way 
will not be of much advantage to 
grain growers of either Canada or 
the United States, in fact, he con- 
cludes there ig little prospect of a 
net gain to United States wheat pro- 
ducers as a whole, but Canadian 
wheat growers stand to gain more, 
unless or until, expansion of acreage 
wipes out the price benefit. ‘There 
is a fair possibility,” Mr. Taylor 
says, “that with expansion of acre- 
age in Canada farm prices of wheat 
in the United States might tend to 
be lowered by the opening of the St. 
Lawrence sea-way.” 


Argentine Increases Wheat 
: A 


creage 

Present indications point to an 
increase of 10 to 12 per cent in the 
wheat acreage of Argentina as com- 
pared with the area sown last year, 
according to the United States De- 
partment of Agricultural report. 
Last year Argentina’s acreage was 
17,300,000. Wheat seeding in Ar- 
gentina was practically completed 
on August 1,.and where the seed had 
germinated and the plants’ were 
above ground, conditions were said 
to be good. 


Anticipate Smaller Wheat 
ports From Russia 
It is amticipated that Russia will 
not ship a very large quantity of 
wheat during the coming year. Re- 
duced acreage, late sowings, and re- 


cent bps ta ‘ j : > 
poor collections of wheat by the 
government, have created a situa- 
tion averse to exports. It is stated 
that the wheat shortage has become 
so acute that the authorities are 
alarmed. No shipments of wheat 
from the Black Sea ports have oc- 
cuurred since the end of April this 
year. Last year an abundant crop 
of early wheat was available from 
sections nearest the Black Sea, but 
crop prospects are not so facorable 
there this year. On August 10, 1931, 
141 million acres of grain had been 
cut in all Russia. At +the same 
date this year only 111 million 
acres had been cut.

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reports manufacturing employment 
in 1929 at 97.5 per cent of the em- 
ployment of 1926, which is taken as 
the standard, 

In June 1932, manufacturing em- 
ployment had dropped to 57.5 per 


cent. Taking the 1929 employment 
as 9,300,000, a few minutes work 
with pencil and paper shows. that 


more than 4,000,000 workers have 
been dropped from manufacturing 
payrolls of the United States in the 
Past three years, and that only 
6,280,000 were still working in June. 

The comfortable theory that men 
displaced by machinery in one line 
of work find jobs in another without 
delay is badly wrecked by the Col- 
umbia scientists. Up till 1926 or 
possibly 1926, they find that men 
thrown out of work by machines 
had a pretty good chance to be ab- 
sorbed in other lines of industry. 
Since then, nothing of the sort has 
happened. 

‘*Bfficiency - increases on the 
average so rapidly that new activi- 
ties were not sufficient to care for 
the growing number of workers 
displaced by machines,’’ the’ en- 
gineers declare.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27—Business 
pilots of the United States embark- 
ed on a broad six-point program to 
make new jobs tonight after hearing 


the personal conviction of President! tion: 


Hoover that the country has over- 
come “the major financial crisis.’’ 
The unprecedented gathering of 
industrial, banking, and business 
leaders, called here by the presi- 
dent, accepted his suggestions to 
“assure further initiative and re- 
sponsibility’ in “this new setting” 
by selecting a central committee to 
direct the six-way drive to better 
general economic conditions. 

The six-point program follows: 

1. Problem of. making available 
credit affirmatively useful to busi- 
ness.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27—Presi- 
dent Hoover’s latest national confer- 
ence is significant, not for the rea- 
son that it aspires to pump credit 
into recalcitrant business, not  be- 
eause it aims to prevent foreclosures 
in trade and respecting some mort- 
gages, and not that it hopes to do 
something for the unemployed.

CENTRAL ALTA. AVERAGE 
PLACED AT 21 BUSHELS 

EDMONTON, Aug. 27—In central 
Alberta 50 per cent of the wheat 
crop has already been cut, and cutt- 
ing is being rushed ahead in favor- 
able weather. 

Based on correspondent’s  esti- 
mates the area will yield an average 
of 21 bushels an acre of wheat. This 
is 20 per cent belowthe ave ragein 
in central Alberta in 1931, but equal 
to that of 1930. It is over 50 per 
cent greater than the harvest of 
1929.

OTTAWA, Aug. 26—Canadian 
banks will put up anywhere between 
ten and twenty million dollars by 
way of advances in connection. with 
the marketing of the wheat crop 
and provision of working capital, 
following suceessful arrangements 
concluded here last night.

The only son of Van Winckle— 
the Van Horns ran to only sons— 
was Brevoort Van Horn, father of 
Gilbert. So this family tree had its 
simple roots back in the rocky soil 
of Manhattan. 

So at the time we make the ac- 
quaintence of the last of the Van 
Horns, as he wag generally called, 
Gilbert Van Horn was forty years 
of age; his hair was iron grey, and 
he might easily have passed for @ 
well preserved man of fifty. 

Gilbert Van Horn was never mar- 
ried or divorced, He never worked, 
never worried so far as the world 
knew, and seldom did anything to 
disturb the social balance of the 
outer world. Having been born In 
a prepared position, he agreed with 
life, and to a large extent life agreed 
with him. Gilbert Van Horn was 
considered a typical Van Bibber, a 
creature utterly unknown to fact, 
but beloved of fiction. 

Gilbert “wag genial. Women were 
attracted to him; so general was 
this that the effect became neglig- 


ible. He had good breeding and 
common sense, and a certain lack 
of perception. The combination 
saved him from becoming an utter 
loss, Had he wished’ he might have 
married money, but the thought 
never occurred to him.

TO HUDSON'S BAY 

CHURCHILL, Aug. 29—Before the 
early winter sends the ice floes 
charging down to block the passage 
through Hudson Straits more than 
two million bushels of grain will 
have moved out of this new north- 
ern seaport to the markets of Great 
Britain and the continent of Eur- 
ope. Two grain-laden ships are al- 
ready on the high seas after loading 
here. 

The Sierrentz, a French ship, had 
a cargo of 280,000 bushels of wheat, 
and the Pénnyworth, a British ship, 
loaded a cargo of 260,000 bushels of 
wheat and a huge consignment of 
flour, bran, shorts, and rolled oats.
